employes, the other two uncoupled the 
engine, baggage and express car from 
the coaches. 
They then forced the 


trainmen into the cab and ordered the 
engineer to pull the two cars across 
tho burning bridge. What remained of 
the structure fell into the water a 
minute after the cars had passed. The 
passenger coaches were left standing 
at the brink of the stream-

bridge, the bandits ordered the engi- 
neer to stop. The safe in the express 
car was dynamited and ransacked. 


Their work completed, the robbers
